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SCHOOLS, 

The propused action of the Manitoba 
government regarding the school system of 
that province hus caused a very general dis- 
cussion, uot by any means confined to Mani- 
toba, on the puints which it is proposed to 
alter, ifnot amend. ‘Thc separate school 
privileges hitherto allowed Roman Catholics 
in Manitoba as well asin Outario and the 
Northwest is the one around which the 
flercest fiyht is likely to be waxed. Against 
the separate schools itis urged that they 
increase the expenses of education ygeneral- 
ly by multiplying schools and tend to de- 
crease efficiency in teaching by making 
necessary secular education subservient to 
or dependent upon religious education. 
The claim made on behalf of separate 
schools by Roman Catholics is that religious 
instruction with a view to inculcating 
morality isan important part of the educa- 
tion of the young, and that instruction ot 
this nature can only be given, or can best be 
given, when the church is recognized as the 
proper teacher of religion. Toe feeling that, 
religious instruction in the common schools 
is adyisable is not confined to Roman 
Catholics, Very many Protestants hold 
quite as strongly as the most fervid Koman 
Catholic that to banish religious instruction 
from the schools would bea national calami- 
ty. There is no doubt that taking Protest- 
ants and Roman Catholics together avery 
large majority of the people are in favor of 
a greater or less degree of religious instruc- 
tion. So far there is no trouble, but the 
trouble commences when it has to be decid- 
ed of what nature the religious instruction 
shall be. There are essential uifferences of 
opinion between Protestante and Roman 
Catholics, which do not exist between the 
various Protestant churches, therefore 
when the matter of religious instruction for 
the young is concerned two hostile camps 
are formed ,each one bound to oppuse bitteriy 
the teaching of the doctrines of the other. 
There are three ways of dealing with the 
matter that will at once occur. One is to do 
away with religious instruction altoyether 
and thereby leave the denominations nothing 
to quarrel about; another to allow the will 
of the majority— whichever it may be—to 
reign supreme; and the third toyrant to 
each the privilege of teaching the doctrines 
they think best under the separate school 
system, The latter is the s) stem that pre- 
vaile in Ontario, in Manitoba and in the 
Northwest, and is the one now on trial in 
Manitoba, where it will probably be con- 
demned. But although the separate school 
system hasits faultsthe alternatives men- 
tioned are not free from defects. To drop 
the teaching of religion altogether seems to 
bea sweeping not to say dangerous proced. 
ure, and does not pay due regard to the 
wishes of the majority. To allow the 
majority to impose its religious teaching in 
the public schools would simply be religious 
intolerance and therefore most injurious to 


happen to de- 
pend on the school of the opposite faith for 
the education of their children, & most 


difficulty in order that the acquirement of 
other branch sof knowledge may be made 
more easy. Just as soon as the various 
Christain churches can unite on a form of 
religious instruction to be given in schools 
those who are most ready now to dispense 
with that branch of instruction will be most 
ready totake itup. The celeb:ated Ross 
Bible of Ontario was an attempt in the 
direction of giving religious instruction to 
the extent to which all denominations could 
agree. The fanatical opposition which this 
met with was enough to discourage other 
attempts in a like direction and to almost 
justify the complete secularization of com- 
mon gc s!| education, From the ayitation 
against the Ross Bible it was plain that it 
was not religious but denominational instruc- 
tion that was desired most anxiously by 
those who made the most ado about 
religion in the schools, 

While it is desirable that there should be a 
uniform school systeni—so desirab'e in the 
estimation of very many that it is advisable 
to dispense with religious instruction 
altogether when necessary to attain it— 
when it is attempted to put the principle iv 
practice where the religious minority are 
already allowed 4 separate school system 
serious difficulties arise which it is not good 
policy to ignore. The minority—Protestant 
in Quebec an! R-uan Catholic elsewhere 
throughout Canada-—are naturally most 
jealous of their exi-ting rights and privileges 
as ayguinst the majority. There is no doubt 
that in Quebee the Protest nt minority feel 
very much more at ease regarding the religi- 
ous education of their children when they 
have aseparate school system than they 
would were there a umforin school system 
under the control of the Catholic majority, 
no n.atter how many promises of non. 
sectarian teaching might be made. The 
same is true regarding Roman Catholics in 
say Ontario, Manitoba and the Northwest, 
and must be taken into consideration in any 
changes that may be made. While it is the 
undoubted right of the inajority to rule it is 
only right to cunsult the feeling of the 
minority to a reasonable extent. The 
separate school privileges accorded the 
religious minority in several of the provinces 
is a safeguard against agression on the part 
of the majority, and their abolition is likely 
to be looked upon with fear and distrust, 
It isa question wheter the gain to the 
cause of education by the adoption of a 
uniform schoo) system would counterbalance 
the logs to be sustained by the probable loss 
of confidence of the minority in the toler- 
ance and good will of the majority What 
ever may bethe result of the proposed 
move in Manitoba or esewhere, it is most 
desirable that any chanzes that may 
be «made shall be made _  in_ the 
interests of education solely and that they 
shall be free from the remotest suspicion of a 
spirit of religious intolerance or disregard of 
the feeli:.gs of the religious minority merely 
because itis a minority.

A copy of the minutes of the Manitoba and 
the Northwest Territories conference of the 
Methodist church ot Canada held in Winni- 
peg from June 20th to June 26th, 1889, has 

en received. It contains the fullest in- 
formation regarding the work of the 
Methodist church within the conference 
limits, and some general information = re- 
ae the church throughout Cenada and 

ewfoundland. The total membership 
Within the conference limits is 8,762; total 
amonnt of connexianal funds raised $11,459, - 
03, total amount of circuit funds raised 
$45,624.87. There are 55 ministers rated us 
effective, 27 as probationers, 2 as superannu- 
ated and 4 assupernumerary, whoare assisted 
by a total of 1,144 unsalaried workers in 
various capacities. The total membership 
of the Methodist church throughout Canada 
and Newfoundland is given as 229,775, and 
the amount raised for church purposes last 
year exclusive of the Maritime provinces 
and Newfoundland as 1,574,035. 


The United States consul at Victoria, B. 
C., reports concerning the fur seal traffic of 
that port, that there are soine twenty-one 
vessels, varying from 26 to 126 tons register 
(an aggregate tonnage of 1737 tous), empluy- 
em four hundred and titty-eight men and 
valued at about $126,000, engaged in hunting 
the fur seal. These vessels, some of them 
having swnall steam power, leave there about 
tue 1st of January and proceed southward, 
returning in May and landing the skinstaken 
some of them as tar south as San Dicgo, 
Calitornia, and along the coast up. They 
then leave again for the north, going as far 
as the Behring Sea, returning in Septeuber. 
The total catch for 1888 amounted to 26,720 
skins, much smaller than for recent previous 
years. Of these 14,897 were reported as the 
‘Behring Sea Collection,” the distinctive 
naine given those taken far north, in the 
neighborhood of the Aleutian Islands, and 
said to be finer furs than aay other. Thevalue 
of theskins when dressed in England is 
about 222.50 each 


The United States revenue cutter Rush 
finds the sealing business brisk in Behring’s 
sea. The Juanita was robbed of 600 seal 
skins and ordered to Sitka. She went to 
Victoria. No prize crew was given her. The 
schoaner Lily was seized on August 6th and 
is the property of the Black Diamond. The 
Pathfinder was seized on July 29th and 845 
skins and all gunsand ammunition taken. 
The quarter:naster of the Kush was placed 
on board and the vessel ordered to Sitka, 
She arrived safely at Victoria. The Minnie 
was seized on July 15th, 450 skins taken. A 
prize crew of one was placed in char;e and 
the vessel ordered to Sitka. Instead she 
re-commenced sealing and secured 600 seal 
skins and nine sea otters before starting for 
Victoria, where she arrived safely. The 
Annie C. Moore arrived at Victoria on 
September 2nd with 1,316 sca) skins and one 
sea otter. She had spoken the Mary Ellen 
with 1,000 skins, The Viva with 1,600 skins, 
and the Beatrice with 610 skins. She had 
sighted che Kush also. The schooner Ariel 
arrived the same day with 800 skins, She 
had been boarded on July 14th by the Rush, 
but the skins taken had been salted and 
Were notscized by the Rush. After the 
Rush leftthe Ariel continued sealing. The 
Mollie Adams, had been apoken by the Ariel 
and reported that the Viva had been captur- 
ed and her catch confiscated. The Black 
Diamond hasstarted for Behring’s sea from 
Victoria on a second trip.
